The City Council of the City of 
Upland does ordain ag follows: 
Section One. All streets in the 
City cf Upland are hereby made 
subject to the use and require- 
ments: of Stop signs and other 
signs to regulate, warn or guide 
vehicular and pedestrian ttaffic; 
and for the purposes of this Ord- 
inance every street or highway 
within the City of Upland shall be 
deemed and taken as a through 
highway. The provisions of this 
Ordinance shall not apply to state 
except in those cases 
where the Department of Public 
Works of the State of California 
has waived its jurisdiction over 
state highways within said City, or 
returned its powers of control and 
regulation over such highways to | 
the City. The Stop signs and other 
traffic signs herein referred to are 
those defined and vrovided for by 
the Vehicle Code of the State of 
California, and as particularly re- | 
ferred to in Paragraph (b) of Sec- | 
tion 465 of the Vehicle Code of the 
State of California, 

Section Two. It is hereby found 
and determined that it is neces- 
sary to place numerous. Stop signs 
and other signs to regulate, warn! 
or guide traffic within the City of 
Upland. 

Section Three, For the purpose 
of meeting the changing conditions 
af traffic on the Various streets | 
within the City it is‘ not deemed 
necessary or practical for the City 
Council to adopt an Ordinance in 
every instance that a Stop sign or 
other traffic sign is required. The 
City Council hereby finds and de- 
termines, and so ORDAINS, that 
the placing of such signs on the 
City streets is an administrative 
matter, not requiring the, exercise 
Of judicial or legisiative functions 


Section Four. The duty of study- 
ing and observing vehicular traffic 
in the City of Upland ts hereby im- 


posed upon the City Manager. The 
City Manager is hereby directed 


and authoried to place Stop signs 
and other traffic signs to regulate, 
warn or guide traffic upon any or 
all of the streets of the City of Up- 
land, save such state highways as 
are Hereinbefore excepted. When- 
ever the City Manager finds and 
determines that the conditions of 
such traffic at any place on such 
City streets warrants or requires 
the same, thereupon it shall be his 
duty to place the appropriate Stop 
or other regulatory sign, and to 
sign-post the intersection or street 
as generally. provided for. in the 
Wehicle Code of the State of Cal 
fornia; and similarly may remove 
oF replace any such signs. 
Section Five. Upon any inter- 
section or street being thus sign- 
posted by the City Manager, or by 
him caused to be sign-posted,

and be guided or restrained by}@ BUILDING CONST., 


such signs to the full extent pro- 
vided for in the Vehicle Code oI 
the State of California. 


Section Six. The driver of any 
vehicle, the person in charge of 
any animal, and any pedestrian, 


| shall obey the instructions of any 


such official traffic sign or signal 
applicable to him, subject to the 
exceptions granted the driver of an 
authorized emergency vehicle as 
provided in Section 454 of the Ve- 
hicle Code of the State of Califor- 
nia. Any violation thereof shall 
constitute a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction the court may im- 
pose a fine not exceeding $300.00, 
or by sentence in the county jail 
not exceeding thirty days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section Seven. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the passage of this 
Ordinance and cause the same to 
be published once in The Upland 
News, within fifteen days there- 
after.
